Little is known of-Miss Wray’s fam- 
ily history. She came to the hotel last 
Friday from Moline, Ill. Saturday she 
sent her trunk by express to A. N. 
Ohler, cashier of the American Express 
Company at Moline. She wrote to him 
the same day, telling of her intention to 


this morning. He went to Davenport, a 
few miles distant, and called up the 
Palmer House by telephone, thinking 
he might prevent the suicide. Unable 
to make the Palmer House clerk under- 


few hours later he was told of her sul- 
cide. 

Ohler says he had known Miss Wray 
for ten years, but he elaims to know 
nothing of her antecedents. He says 
she came to Moline about two weeks 
ago. She told him she had been trav- 
eling for the past two years in Cali- 
fornia, New Mexico and Arizona. He is 
of the impression that the girl's par- 
ents live at Leesville, Ind., and he 
has heard her speak of a brother in 
Lincoln, Neb. 

From letters found tn her room, the 
girl seems to have been intimate with 
William Hayden of Los Angeles. Miss 
Wray registered at the Palmer House 
under the name of “L. y.“ She was 
last seen alive Saturday evening by 
a waiter, who took her supper to the 
room, 

Her body was found this afternoon 
on the floor of the room. A small pistol 
lay near her. There was a hole in her 
right temple, and it was evident she 
had been dead several hours. She had 
stood before the mirror to take aim. 
The note she left read as follows: 

“Am tired of life. Do not make fuss 
about me. Find money in purse to set- 
tle hotel bill. Dispose of body quietly. 
Do not try to locate friends or rela- 
tives. Don’t want them to know. Fare- 
well. 

[Signed] L. GRAY.” 

Ohler says she was very religious, 
and he thinks her mind was unbal- 
anced by religion.

XIX.—ADDISON AND THE AGE OF 
PROSE AND REASON. 
BY JOSEPH VILLIERS DENNEY, A.M. 


The age in which Joseph Addison 
Stands ag the representative literary 
man has been called the Augustan 
age, the classic age, the age of criti- 
cism, the age of prose and reason. No 
one of these names is convincing with- 
out explanation, though all of them 
point to the same general character- 
istics. The last name carries with it 
the judgment of the nineteenth cen- 
tury upon the writers of the eighteenth, 
and is intended to be both a verdict 
and an acknowledgment of services; 
but it isa name which the eighteenth 
century would not have appreciated. 
The suggestion that Pope’s metrical 
essays should ever come to be ac- 
counted valuable chiefly for their good 
influence upon the prose style of suc- 
ceeding generations, would have been 
rejected with scorn, 
clally with poetry 
eighteenth century critics applied 
Pope and Addison the high title Au- 

tan. It was believed that 
writers had brought English litera- 
ture to the highest degree of refine- 
They had done for English lit- 
erature what the French Augustans 
had done for French literature a gen- 
what Cicero, Horace 
d done for Roman lit- 
erature under Augustus;

eration earlier: 


unities of time and The poetry 
ot the age was for the most part writ- 
ten in lines of five iambic feet, the 
two adjacent lines rhyming and form- 
ing a couplet, each couplet usually 
making complete sense. The labor and 
pains expended before Po brought 
the rhymed couplet to perfection told 
immensely in favor of regularity, con- 
densation, point and balance in all 
species of writing. It cramped and 
dwarfed poetic power, but it gave to 
the prose sentence qualities which prose 
had hitherto lacked. 

The age was critical in the sense 
that its literary lawgivers ed 
of its writers a close adherence to 
formal rules of writing. It has also 
been called a critical age in contrast 
with the age of Shakespeare, and with 
the later period, in which and 
Wordsworth and Shelley are the leading 
figures—periods made illustrious 
works of the creative imagination. As 
the rules which N followed were de- 
duced from a study of the best works 
of the ancients, it has also been called 
the classical age. The study of 
models and the imitation of ancient 
classics gave to writers a common 
standard of formal excellence toward 
which to work. Horace was the model 
studied most closely. His satires were 
imitated, and his “Ars Poetica be- 
came the literary code of the age. To 
the widespread interest in the classics 
must be attributed the great success 
of Dryden’s translation of Virgil, and 
Pope's translation of Homer, as well 
as his “Imitations” of Horace.

Nevertheless, the eighteenth cen- 
tury accomplished for us an immense 
literary progress, and its very short- 
comings in poetry were an instrument 
to that progress and served it. 
The practical genius of our people 
could not but urge irresistibly to the 
production of a real prose style, be- 
cause for the purposes of modern life 
the old English prose, the prose of 
Milton and Taylor, is cumbersome, un- 
available, impossible. A style of regu- 
larity, uniformity, precision, balance, 
was wanted. These are the qualities 
of a serviceable prose style. 
Our literature required a prose which 
conformed to the true law of prose, 
and that it might acquire this the 
more surely, it compelled poetry, as in 
France, to conform itself to the law 
of prose likewise. The classic verse of 
French poetry was the Alexandrine, a 
measure favorable to the qualities of 
regularity, uniformity, precision, bal- 
ance.
